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Study Group Finds “Justification” 
For New City Historic District

The Prince Georges Coun- 
ty Planning Department has 
found “substantial justifica- 
tion” for the establishment 
of a locally designated His- 
toric District. This designa- 
tion could provide a means 
of protecting and enhancing 
the architectural and historic 
significance of Old Greenbelt. 

Planning staff presented the 
results of the study to the 
Greenbelt City Council and the 
board of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
(GHI) at a joint meeting on July 
12. GHI initiated the request for 
the study to learn about the pros 
and cons of such a designation. 

Architectural Historian How- 
ard Berger presented a slide 
show to illustrate the character 
of the historic community, which 
consists of all the homes and 
structures built by the Federal 
government between 1935 and 


_ 1941, plus some of the adjacent 
green oo These areas are cur- 


Vadigler Park-Greenbelt Master 
Plan, the county zoning ordin- 
ance, the county building permit 
process and the GHI Green 
Book that provides guidelines 
for construction (GHI homes, 
only). The area is also listed on 
the National Register of Histor- 
ic Places since 1980 as an histor- 
ic district, but its regulations 
only apply if federal funds are 
being used. 
Recommendations 

The planning officials, working 
with a committee of Greenbelt 
volunteers and staff, recommend- 


ed boundaries slightly different 
from those of the National Reg- 
ister. The proposed district would 
add the right-of-way for Cres- 
cent Road between Parkway and 
Kenilworth Avenue. Old parcels 
3 and 4, part of the green space 
designated in the National Reg- 
ister District, but which were 
substantially developed as hous- 
ing subdivisions would be delet- 
ed. These parcels were adjacent 
to the Beltsville Agricultural Re- 
search Center on either side of 
Research Road.

on Edmonston Road, the city 
cemetery off Ivy Lane in Capital 
Office Park and the Walker fam- 
ily burial ground and Indian 
Springs next to the Beltway on 
the Golden Triangle. 
Recognizing that local historic 
districts traditionally focus on 
architectural review, the commit- 
tee members emphasized that 
the significance of Greenbelt is 
found not only in its architec- 
ture, but also in its unique physi- 
cal expression as a planned com- 
munity.

Carjacking in Beltway Plaza 
Occurs in Daylight Hours 


A 31-year-old woman and her 13-month old daughter 
were forced from a moving car in broad daylight after being 
abducted and robbed at Beltway Plaza, said Greenbelt 
Police. The woman suffered minor cuts to her knees and 
right shoulder after being ejected from the vehicle. The in- 
fant did not appear to be injured. 


The incident took place Thurs- 


day, July 21, at 6:43 p.m. in 
front of F & M Drug Store. It 
was the third report of an ab- 
duction from a Greenbelt shop- 
ping center in 11 days. (One of 
those complaints however, turned 
out to be false, police said. 

Police said the victim gave the 
following account: 


After she had returned to her 
vehicle following a shopping trip, 
the woman had placed her daugh- 
ter in the car. A man appeared 
and prevented her from closing 
the door, saying he had a knife 
and forcing her into the back 
seat. 


The man then took the wheel 
and began to drive slowly 
through the parking lot. He 


stopped the car at a nearby 
Popeye’s restaurant, police said, 
and demanded money and an 
ATM card from the victim. The 
victim gave money to the man 
but told him she had no 
ATM card, said police. She then 
asked the man to let her and her 
child out of the vehicle. 

The man opened the right pas- 
senger door of the 2-door ve- 
hicle. The victim climbed into the 
front seat and began to remove 
her daughter, who was strapped 
in a child safety seat. 

Then as the vehicle began to 
move forward, police said, he 
forced the woman out of the car 
with the child in her arms. 

The man fied the scene in the 
woman’s vehicle, a black 1987

No Freeze in Time 

The committee said that the 
intent of the designation should 
not to be to freeze Greenbelt in 
time but to sensitively manage 
its growth allowing property 
owners substantia] freedoms to 
improve and enlarge their homes. 
Implementation should be aimed 
at the most serious threats to 
the historic dictrict’s character, 
while minor work should be ex- 
peditiously handled. According 
to the report, “The community 
should benefit from a potential 
historic district, not be burdened 


-by.<itdlss.... 


Preservation “Planner Robert 
Rivers, who is responsible for 
reviewing Historic Area Work 
Permits (HAWP) explained the 
process. There are three types 
of reviews. If the work does not 
require a county permit, there 
is no required review. However, 
property owners are encouraged 
to discuss their plans with the 
HAWP staff. If the alterations 
are considered to be not signifi- 
eant, then the HAWP staff can 
sign-off on the building permit 
and the matter is not reviewed 
by the Historic Preservation 
Commission (HPC). The HAWP

Castaldi Endorses Mills 


At a press conference on July 27, former candidate for 
County Executive Richard Castaldi endorsed his colleague 
on the County Council, Sue Mills for County Executive. 
Castaldi, who withdrew from the campaign due to the illness 
of his parents in Florida, stated that “Only one candidate 
in the race has the experience and capability to move the 


county in the right direction.” 


He noted that over 100 years 
of combined governing experi- 
ence will be leaving the County 
Council next year due to term 
limits and that there will be no 
more than two members of the 
present council serving on the 
new council. He contended that 
of the candidates for executive, 
only Mills had the depth of 
knowledge and experience neces- 
sary for the office. “I’m convinc- 
ed she will make the most con- 
stituent-responsive County Ex- 
ecutive we’ve ever had,” Castaldi 
said, 

“T have discussed my platform 
with her,’’ he told the press, 
“and I remain confident that only 
Sue is capable of delivering that 


agenda as County Executive.” He 
cited her leadership experience 
to make improvements in educa- 
tion, reduce crime, expand job 
opportunities and provide the 
level of constituent service that 
has been her trademark. 

In accepting the endorsement, 
Mills declared that Castaldi’s 
decision to endorse her campaign 
was based on sustantive public 
policy issues, particularly as re- 
lates to crime, improving educa- 
tion and reducing government 
waste. 

It is expected that Castaldi 
Campaign Director Michael Her- 
man and other campaign staff 
members will join the Mills cam- 


paign. 





Council Sets Aug. Hearing 


On Bike Lanes for Crescent

The August 8 regular city council mieetltig will feature 
a public hearing on the Greenbelt Bicycle Coalition’s proposal 
that the city pave the shoulders of Crescent Road and mark 


them as bicycle lanes. 


The city’s Bicycle Task Force 
reviewed the request. (Four of 
the six task force members are 
also coalition members.) The 
Task Force recommended that 
both shoulders of Crescent be 
paved between Lastner Lane and 
Northway. The project is cur- 
rently included in the city’s capi- 
tal improvements program, but is 
not scheduled to be undertaken 
until] the 1995-1996 fiscal year. 

In making this recommenda- 
tion, the Task Force noted that 
Crescent Road is heavily used by 
bicyclists, that the glare of the 
sun can make it difficult for motor- 
ists to see cyclists and that the 
present shoulder is not suitable 
for bikes. 

The improvements would in- 
crease motorist safety, according 
to the task force, by eliminating 
the need to swerve around cyclists, 
It would also reduce pedestrian- 
bicyclist conflicts on the. existing 
asphalt path. 

The Task Force accepted the 
recommendation of the /Advisory 
Planning Board (APB) that. to 
prevent bicycle-motorist conflict, 
parking be prohibited between 
Ridge Road (near the police sta- 
tion) and Northway. The APB 
made this recommendation in a 
report to the Council, in which it 
supported the bike lanes. 

What Is Cost? 

The cost of paving the shoul- 

ders is in dispute, The APB 


cited an estimate of $13,000. How- 


ever, the capital improvements 
budget pegs the cost at $55,000, 
an estimate disputed by the Task 
Force. 

Cost was a factor in the APB’s 


support. Their report called the 
$13,000 estimate “not an insigni- 
ficant amount of money consider- 
ing the long list of unfunded capi- 
tal projects.” The board called 
for a supplemental appropriation 
from the capital accounts. Howev- 
er, the board, in its 1993 report 
said “We do not believe ... that 
bicycle improvements should be 
made in lieu of other important 
safety related projects.” 

Th Bicycle Task Force, how- 
ever, argued that the project “has 
such urgeney that it should be 
completed in the current year— 
this fall if possible,” 

Public Works Director Car! 
Hirsch said that the project is 
more complex than simply slap- 
ping a layer of asphalt on the 
shoulders. The city must be care- 
ful to ensure proper drainage of 
the expanded road surface. Fur- 
ther, the city should examine how 
the paving of the shoulders would 
affect the sidewalks proposed in 
the Crescent Road safety study. 
Hirsch was also concerned about 
exacerbating current drainage 
problems in the Northway area. 
He said his quick caleulations in- 
dicated that the materials alone 
would cost $15,000. He argued

Liability. and handicapped access 
issues also needed to be reviewed, 
Hirsch said. 

Mayor Antoinette Bram’ ques- 
tioned whether the issue was be- 
coming more involved than it 
needed to be. She argued that 
council should press ahead with 
this issue as part of its commit- 
ment to support alternate modes 
of transportation. Councilmem- 
ber Rodney Roberts asked whe- 
ther the two inch thickness called 


for by the coalition was adequate 


(Hirsch preferred three or four 
inches, he said.) 


Roberts. was also concerned a- 
bout the width of the paved shoul- 
ders. He feared that the paved 
shoulders would: merge with the 
existing path to create a continu- 
ous strip of asphalt. 


Stay With Budget 

In a memo to council, City 
Manager Danie] Hobbs urged 
council to adhere to the budget 
priorities approved in May. Once 
it adopts the budget, Hobbs sug- 
gested, council should only make 
major changes in case ‘of emer- 
gency. | 


One thing that most of the par- 
ties involved agreed upon was the 
need for public input. The lone 
dissenter was Councilmember 
Thomas White who said that coun- 
cil and staff were unlikely to have 
answers to the issues raised by the 
next meeting. He also objected 
to taking this project “out of 
turn.” Roberts. disagreed with 
that characterization.

Pesple cften equate pavement 
with environmental destruction. 
However, the paved bike lanes be- 
ing considered for Crescent Road 
from Northway to Kenilworth 
Avenue will help clean our air, 
protect the water in Greenbelt 
Lake. and keep this a quiet and 
safe place to live and work. 

Narrow, paved lanes will pro- 
vide a safe alternative to the car, 
thus encouraging hesitant bike 
owners to try bicycling when go- 
ing to Metro, the Center, or the 
Lake. Such short trips are by 
far the most polluting trips cars 
can make, since a car’s catalytic 
converter doesn’t start scrubbing 
your exhaust until the car has 
fully heated up. In fact, the first 
mile you drive pcllutes the air 
more than the next twenty. 

As for the visual] environment, 
this project can even be done in a 
way that would increase the a- 
mount of green space by the road- 
side. because the proposed bike 
lanes will be several feet narrow- 
er in most places than the exist- 
ing hard-packed gravel shoulders. 
If anyone is concerned about the 
aesthetic impact of the project, 
come to the Council meeting on 
August 8 and encourage the city 
to plant native shrubs and ground- 
cover where now there is just 
loose grave] and crabgrass.

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Park Acquisition Prohibitive 


In a Jyne 30 letter to State Senator Leo Green, US 
Senator Paul Sarbanes advised that it is prohibitive for the 
National Park Service to acquire the Parkside Subdivision of 
the DiCamillo tract located on the north side of Good Luck 
Road bordered on three sides by Greenbelt Park. A group 
of citizens known as Friends of Greenbelt Park have been 
seeking governmental action to stop the construction of 31 


houses on the 7.7 acre tract. 

Sarbanes advised that the pro- 
perty is not within the author- 
ized boundaries of the park for 
federal acquisition. Without be- 
ing designated, the property is 
not eligible for federal parkland 
acquisition funding. To become 
eligible, a boundary expansion 
would be necessary and that re- 
quires authorizing legislation by 
the Congress and approval by 
the President. After that, it 
would be necessary to obtain an 
appropriation of funds from 
Congress. Sarbanes called this a 
difficult and lengthy process that 
could not be completed in the 
timeframe required. 

Sarbanes suggested other av- 
enues for the Friends of Green- 
belt Park and the Mayor of 
Greenbelt to explore. He cited 
the possibility of obtaining Mary- 
land Program Open Space or 
federal Intermodal Surface 
Tranportation Efficiency Act 
funds to acquire and preserve 
the land. He also suggested 
working with the Trust for Pub- 
lic Land to generate new local 
funding for land protection and 
to take full advantage of exist- 
ing conservation programs. Sar- 
banes advised that he was also 
sending the Friends and the 
Mayor a directory of foundation 
grants for open space conserva- 
tion.

NPS Letter 


The Senator also sent Green a 
copy of a letter he received from 
F. G. Parsons, Acting Regional 
Director of the National Capital 
Region of the National Park 
Service (NPS). Noting that the 
site has been cleared since May 
20, he advised that the NPS has 
been working with the develop- 
er’s engineering firm to arrive 
at a storm water management 
plan that provides a greater lev- 
el of on-site water quality pro- 
tection and storm water flow 
management than the county re- 
quires. 


The NPS has also expressed 
its concern to the developer of 
resident intrusion into the park 
and the possibility of erecting a 
fence. However, lacking any di- 
rective or similar requirement 
from the county, Parsons sees 
little probability of the develop- 
er providing such a structure. 


Parsons believes that other 
problems are more in the realm 
of management inconvenience in 
the future planning and develop- 
ment of the area of the park 
near the housing development. 
There may be a need to relocate 
trails away from the site if it 
proves too visually intrusive to 
trail users.

See a Come-Back 
In Greenbelt Park 


Join a park ranger for a nature 
walk into an area in Greenbelt 
Park originally slated for develop- 
ment. This is a study of a dis- 
turbed area and its recovery. Meet 
on Sunday, July 31 at 10 a.m.

1984 Outstanding Citizen

An old adage is “The more things change; the more 


they remain the same.” 


Greenbelt was changing rapidly with:

Jose Morales was selected as Greenbelt’s 12th Outstanding | 


Citizen. 

Morales was best known for 
his work with Greenbelt’s youth 
and its senior citizens. He was 
a baseball coach and president 
of the Springhill Lake PTA. His 
senior activities included being 
president of the Senior Citizen 
Housing Committee and spend- 
ing Saturdays driving Green 
Ridge residents to the store so 
that they could shop. (Incident- 
ally the City’s bus— the Green- 
belt Connection— made its maid- 
en trips on August 31 1984— 
the night Morales was announced 
as the 1984 Outstanding Citizen.) 
A resident of Springhill Lake, 
Morales revitalized that com- 
munity’s civic association and 
served as its president. 


Morales’ recognition subtly 
sent another message through- 
out Greenbelt You don’t have 
to have lived in Greenbelt all 
your life to warrant this recog- 
nition. A relatively young man 
himself, Jose Morales had lived 
in Greenbelt for eight years 
when recognized. 

Moved 

After 15 years in Greenbelt, 
Jose Morales moved to Puerto 
Rico, but the sense of commun- 


ity, civic involvement, and-con-. 


cern for others still lives in 
Greenbelt. Each of us encounters 
it regularly. Other outstanding 
citizens are coaching our young- 
sters and coordinating athletic 
events. Still others are quietly 
working to meet the needs of 
Greenbelt’s growing senior pop- 
ulation. Still others are addres- 
sing a myriad of issues includ- 
ing crime and safety, hunger and 
homelessness and the arts. Oft- 
en, we take these volunteers and 
their efforts for granted. Some of 
these special Greenbelters have 
lived here for decades; others 
are relative new-comers. At least 
once a year, we have the oppor- 
tunity to recognize those indi- 
viduals whose concerns for oth- 
ers and for our community make 
Greenbelt a special place to [ive.

12-Hour Abduction Story 
Is False, Woman Says 


Greenbelt Police now say a woman who claimed to have 
been abducted, sexually assaulted, and robbed was not tel- 
ling the truth. The woman recanted, said police spokesman 
Officer George Mathews, after being shown evidence that 
implicated an associate in the incident. 


The complainant, a nonresident 
had reported that three men had 
forced her into a car at gunpoint 
in the parking lot in front of 
the Beltway Plaza Giant Food 
store around 12:15 a.m. Thurs- 
day, July 14, according to police. 
The complainant said she had 
been held for 12 hours, during 
which time she had been forced 
to make a withdrawal with her 
ATM card and had also been sex- 
ually assaulted. She said she 
made her escape while the men’s 
attention was diverted, getting 
into her car and driving away. 

Police composite sketches of 


the woman’s alleged assailants, 
based on the descriptions she 
provided, appeared in last week’s 
News Review. 

It was the second of a spate 
of reports of abductions from 
Greenbelt shopping centers with- 
in an 11-day period. The routine 
investigation took an unexpect- 
edly bizarre twist. 

Retraced Steps 

“The victim was asked to re- 
trace her steps” said Mathews. 
“A picture was taken of the per- 
son using her card’” at the ATM 
machine she indicated was the 
site of the forced withdrawal.

lines are met. Staff decisions 
ean’ be appealed to the HPC. 

For major structures and ad- 
ditions, the HPC must review 
the project in» accordance with 
design review guidelines of the 
county code and the U.S. Sec- 
retary of the Interior’s Stand- 
ards for Rehabilitation. Rivers 
described these guidelines as 
very broadly written. They have 
been. left open to a _ certain 
amount of. interpretation. Deci- 
sions to deny permits can be ap- 
pealed to the HPC. From there, 
the matter can be appealed to 
the courts. The HPC must act 
within 45 days of receipt of ap- 
plication. a 


Local Input 

The study committee has rec- 
ommended the creation of a Lo- 
eal Advisory Committee (LAC). 
It would be composed of a rep- 
resentative group of property 
owners and community residents 
(at least 10) ineluding GHI 
members, the GHI. Architecture 
and. Environment Committee, 
owners of single family residen- 
es and multiunit buildings, the 
owners and tenants of commer- 
cial buildings, churches and rep- 
resentatives of the City of 
Greenbelt. Each permit applica- 
tion would be referred to the 
LAC for comment. Should a pub- 
lic hearing be required on a per- 
mit by the HPC, the city is re- 
quired to be notified, and if the 
city opposes the permit, it can 
be issued only if two-thirds of 
the HPC approve it. 

Besides work permits, subdi- 
vision proposals that would af- 
fect an historic district are re- 
quired to be referred to the HPC. 
These referrals would also be re- 
ferred to the LAC and the city. 

Tax Benefits 

There are two preservation in- 
eentive programs that would ben- 
efit property owners within an 
historic district. Owners of con- 
tributing structures, i.e., build- 
ings that are directly a part of 
the buildings of the historic era 
to be preserved (in Greenbelt, 
buildings built between 1935 and 
1941), may be entitled to a 
Prince Georges County Historic 
Preservation Tax Credit of ten- 





percent of the cost of approved 
rehabilitation work and compat- 
ible additions to existing build- 
ings.-For new construction there 
could be a tax credit of five per- 
cent... 

Maryland offers a State In- 
come Tax deduction for the res- 
toration. or rehabilitation of 
“certified” historic residential 
property for either interior or 


exterior work. The deduction is 


allowable for 100 percent of the 
cost, amortized over a five year 
period at the rate of 20 percent 
each year for any property listed 
by the National Register. There- 
fore. Greenbelt property owners 
within the national historie dist- 
rict are already eligible to obtain 
this credit for “certified” reha- 
bilitation work. Applications are 
made through the Maryland 
Historical Trust in Crownsville 
(Tel. 410-514-7600). 


Course of Action 
The study committee recogniz- 
ed that any effort to designate 
a local historic district requires 
substantial, if not overwhelming, 
support from affected residents 
and property owners. Therefore, 


‘it strongly recommended an ed- 


ueation’public information pro- 
gram to inform residents of the 
historic and architectural signi- 
ficance of Old Greenbelt and the 
benefits and limitations associat- 
ed with historic district designa- 
tion. This effort could last for 
‘several years. During that time, 
the committee suggests a num- 
ber of interim steps. 

1. Nominate historic area as a 
National Historic District Land- 
mark. This is the highest form 
of reeognition: provided by the 


Federal government, It_ is. be-. 
- lieved that Old Greenbelt would 


qualify. It would not add any 
additional governmental regula- 
tions to those that now exist. 


2. Designate some specific his- 
toric sites. One site, the old Cent- 
er School, is already designated. 
Other sites might be Roosevelt 
Center and the Greenbelt Mu- 
seum. 

3. Grant preservation and con- 
servation easements for such el- 
ements as the network of inner 
walkways and gardens, the re- 
maining portion of the surround- 
ing green belt and_ significant 
buildings. Easements may have 
income, gift, estate and real pro- 


Fifty Years Ago 


Police Raid Still, Proprietor Shot 


by James Giese 

May 1944—A still was found 
in the woods off of Southway. 
Police and federal agents raided 
the still and observed a man leav- 
ing the area. Later, a vehicle 
was seen pulling out of the area 
and three police officers and one 
federal agent gave chase. 

Near the entrance to the Am- 
erican Legion home, the driver 
pulled his car into the side of 
the police car and fled into the 
woods. As the police took up the 
chase, he reached for his hip. 
This caused all four officers to 
fire. One bullet punctured the 
27-year old man’s jung and broke 
two ribs. He was removed to 
Leland Hospital for treatment 
where police charged him with 
two offenses and federal officials 
later placed more serious charges 
against him. Another man was 
subsequently arrested. 

The man was from Washington. 
His car contained 600 pounds 
of war-rationed sugar, causing 
officials to undertake another in- 


vestigation. The still could pro- 
duce 25 to 30 gallons in a four 
hour period. The liquor could be 
sold for about $15 a gallon. 
The still was first discovered 
by young Charles Landon, Jr. of 
Edmonston Road who, along with 


his mother, was looking for to- . 


mato plants at the dump when 
the boy noticed a path and follow- 
ed it into the woods. He reported 
the discovery to Police Officer 
Buddy Attick. After Town Mana- 
ger James T. Goebel, Chief 
George Panagoulis and Officers 
Attick, John Belton, and Robert 
Dodge visited the still, they called 
in federal officials. 

The dump was the first town 
landfill. It was located in what 
became Greenbelt Park where the 
large open field near the entrance 
and first picnic grove now are 
located. At that time Greenbelt 
Road did not exist as such, and 
Southway extended to the west 
past the American Legion to- 
wards Branchville in the location 
that became Greenbelt Road.

Designation Process 


As a designation process, the 
study committee first recom- 
mends that the city council spon- 
sor a series: of - informational 
meetings.. Initially, these meet- 
ings should be targeted at spe- 
cific interest groups. If there is 
substantial support, the council 
should then develop a poll or 
referendum to solicit the opin- 
ions of all affected residents and 
property owners. If a clear ma- 
jority support the proposed dist- 
trict, the city should request the 
HPC to conduct an evaluation. 
Before making its decision, the 
HPC would hold a public hear- 
ing, and that decision could be 
appealed to the County Council.

discussion. The green belt was 
to be used for woodland, farms 
and recreation areas. 


GHI Boardmember Carole Lev- 
in asked how residents would 
know if they could build, the 
size of addition permitted, what 
roof lines would be required, etc. 
Rivers noted that the two sets 
of guidelines were broadly writ- 
ten.

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Levin then asked if it would 
take longer for simple things 
like shed approvals.

Advantages 

GHI Boardmember John O’- 
Boyle asked that the benefits and 
disadvantages be summarized.

Returning 

An internal clock set in child- 
hood goes off early every sum- 
mer. The alarm leaves me feel- 
ing lost and confused. Thereaft- 
er, my body can be found driv- 
ing up to the light on Kenil- 
worth, stretching in aerobics 
class, reaching for peanut but- 
ter in the kitchen, but my heart 
has been called to the water's 
edge. The longing is tangible; I 
could hand it to you. 

It is time to be where my feet 
disappear under sand washed up 
by waves, with the familiar air 
that clears my thinking, adjusts 
my perspective and reminds me 
of another self inside. Living in- 
land except for a week or two 
a year takes its toll on my soul. 
But there’s one. spot in the world 
that heals me, one that opens me 
up stem to stern, releasing secr- 
rets I forgot I knew until I stand 
on the sand dunes, inhale salty 
air, and look out to sea again. 
There, a young self calls to the 
older, weary, too-cynical one 
from the pounding surf. That 
voice holds authority over all 
the beaches I’ve waded in, sailed 
across, fished along, toasted sun- 
sets to. Only one place releases 
me. 

This, my husband says, is hap- 
pening to him. We have returned 
to the bay where he vacationed 
as a boy. He knows the light: 
here. The hill that winds into 
town and the yellow farmhouse 
his family rented are still here 
and comfort him because he 
knew them all before. I can see 
his spirit lift remembering what 
decades of travel, working, 
heartache and realization have 


not erased. 


It takes time to get to know 
a place. Repeated visits create 
deep memories which can blend 
over time and absence, so that 
when we think back to the town, 
the. winding roads, the crashing 
waves, the memories swirl to- 
gether and become Place. Then 
Place becomes a touchstone and 
we need to get back to it, to 
find out if we’ve changed or if 
we've achieved at least some of 
the goals we gave ourselves. 

He says, “You don’t know how 
wonderful it feels to be here a- 
gain. It’s like being with an old 
friend.” I smile. I know. He’s 
absorbed and forgets he has 
watched me sit on the edge of 
the car seat, hand on the dash- 
board, window down to get the 
air in, hungry eyes devouring the 
reunion. 

John takes us exploring every 
day, turning onto roads his par- 
ents never tried, taking us into 
towns he never saw when his 
parents were in charge of the va- 


- eation (and were tending to their 


vwn hearts’ call). He takes our 
son out fishing in boats, ,perhaps 
getting another view of the pen- 
insula, off-shore; perhaps plant- 
ing seeds of Place in Michael’s 
mind. By the look in John’s eyes, 
he feels reacquainted, accepted 
by his old friend.
